Cotton Doomed to Defeat In 
Vancouver — A Future 
For Martin. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Aug. 26.— The Colonist 
correspondent called upon Air. Macpher- 
son, M. 1'. I'., yesterday, ami asked him 
to make a .statement for this paper as to 
his political attitude. Mr. Macpherson, 
who it must be remembered is a cham- 
pion of Labor, said in the course of the 
conversation that he believed that a man 
should not express his own opinion in 
the house or be swayed by his own preju- 
dices, but that he should voice the opin- 
ions and desires of his constituents. This 
statement lias an important bearing upon 
the following conversation: 

" Do you believe that the present gov- 
ernment, is done tor'/" Mr. Macpherson 
was asked. 

Mr. Macpherson—" If the papers have 
correctly reported Mr. Helgesen ami Mr. 
Iliggins, 1 believe a new election is hn- 
mincnt." 

" What is your position in the house 
now " 

" 1 don't know as I care to say." 
" Are you with the government V" 
" I voted with them last session right 
through." 

" Are you going to vote with them 
next session?" 

" Not if they bring in legislation that 
I am told they are going to bring in." 

" Are you now an independent?" 

" I can't say that I am an independ- 
ent; only in so far that I will strive to 
voice the desires of my constituents, 
without regard to party." 

" Are you, then, in opposition?" 

" What is the use of talking about op- 
position? The opposition and the gov- 
ernment cannot e6iiiprotni.se on the issues 
of the day. There will be no amalga- 
mation, and neither party is strong 
enough alone, according to reports, to 
carry on the government of the country. 
Therefore there must "be nn appeal to 
the country." 

" In that ease you and Mr. Martin 
would be easily re-elected as having 
acted according to the wishes of the 
electors?" 

" I believe so." 

"Could Mr. Cotton be elected on his 
record if an appeal were made to the 
country?" 

"In ray opinion Mr. Cotton could not 
be elected in Vancouver. Mr. Cotton 
says that all the rest: of the province 
but Vancouver is witli him, but 1 don't 
know." 

"Do you approve of Mr. Cottons 



stand on the Deadman's Island, ques- 
tion?" 

"If for no other reason than, that the 
great majority of Vancouver people 
wanted the mill, Mr. Cotton should have 
placed no obstacles in the way of its 
erection. His course in this, case has 
made him very unpopular in Vancou- 
ver." 

" What have you to say in regard to 
the alleged falsification of the council 
records by Mr. Cotton?" 

•' Well, Mr. Martin said Mr. Cotton 
doctored them If he., did, it was u 
very wrong thing to do.' If it is true, it 
should not be allowed to go unnoticed." 

" Did you fully sympathize with Mr. 
Martin in his view of the treatment tho 
government accorded him?" 

" 1 would not like to Bay. If Air.. 
Martin's personal character had not 
been talked about so much, things would 
have been different. His temporary 
seclusion is owing to this alone, and 
nothing else. It is possible we will hear 
no more unpleasant talk, justified or not 
justified, about Mr. Martin personally. 
In this case Mr. Martin will come rapid- 
ly to the front again." 

" As a champion of the labor interest, 
do von approve of tile eight-hour mining 
law?" 

•' 1 think it should be given a. longer 
trial." 

" You believe that only skilled labor 
should be employed underground?" 

'• I am for keeping out Orientals." 

" What is the nature of the measures 
the government are going to introduce 
which you say you must vote against.'.'"' 

" I am bound to secrecy. The nature 
of the measures has not been made pub- 
lic yet." 

•' Is this legislation the rescinding of 
the eight-hour law?" 

" No. The government could not 
rescind the eight-hour law. They are 
not strong enough." 

Mr. Macpherson said in conclusion 
that it would be unwise for him to abso- 
lutely commit himself or express himself 
less vaguely for publication at this time, 
when matters seem to tie at sixes and 
sevens. 

When Mr. Macpherson's natural re- 
luctance to make a positive declaration 
is taken into consideration, it will be 
seen that the government can take little 
comfort out of these statements lie lias 
made for publication.

Toronto, Aug. 20.— Mr. Dalby, the re- 
cently appointed Conservative organizer, 
speaking to-day on the subject of the ru- 
mors of dissolution, said: 

"Indications favor another session. 
There is a good deal of human nature 
about the average member of parlia- 
ment, and the prospect of losing the ses- 
sional indemnity will certainly stand in 
the way of an early general election. It 
is absolutely certain that many members, 
especially from Ottawa, will never get 
back to Ottawa. The Liberal party lias 
broken so many pledges, especially in the 
matter of public expenditures, that the 
people of Ontario resent it. In fact the 
vote of $60,000,000 "passed last session 
thoroughly alarmed the people of On- 
tario and of the West. 

"There is another reason why I think 
there will be no general election for 
some time. One of the signs of approach- 
ing dissolution is the appointment of a 
large number of members of parliament 
and while it is true that thirteen have 
already been provided for, this number 
is unlucky, and I look to see many more 
before dissolution. 

"Then it is usual to start public works 
in various parts of the country, but al- 
though the government has authority to 
spend $(10,000,000, it has not gone on 
awarding contracts. On the whole, I 
don't believe anything will be decided 
until Tarte's return. If the decision is 
in favor of elections, the Conservative 
party will be ready. 1 am much more 
hopeful than when I took hold, and 
prospects are getting brighter every day. 
Conservatives will sweep Ontario and 
the West, and I believe will make large 
gains even in Quebec."

London, Aug. 2Gw- Though no actual 
developments have apparently taken 
place since the Transvaal situation wa» 
previously reviewed in these despatches, 
public interest iu the crisis has been 
wonderfully quickened. This is due to 
the dawning realization that Great 
Britain is making the most methodical 
preparations for war. 

'Hie utter lack of official news nnd the 
serious outlook have made the week one 
of tension. Contradictory reports from 
home and abroad have nourished, and 
on the strength of these the newspapers 
have see-sawed from peace to war and 
vice versa, hopelessly nt sea. Endless 
speculation has been indulged in regard- 
ing President Kruger's counter proposi- 
tions, but from a broad point of view 
Mich details are not important as com- 
pared with the fact that President 
Kruger has refused— some any evaded — 
the " irreducible minimum" of Sir Alfred 
Milner, the governor of Cape Colony and 
British high commissioner of South 
Africa. 

It is now nearly n week since the 
British government has been in posses- 
sion of President Kruger's reply. 
Whether, in the interests of peace, 
powers higher than Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain are still temporizing, or whether 
or not a decisive ultimatum is already on 
the way to the President of Hie Trans- 
vaal, is mere conjecture. The most 
conservative opinion is that tho Boers 
will ujtiinfttely break down, bat there are 
no signs, judging fr052 the military nct i r . 
ity of the British war office and the 
activity In the South African Ebepul'MC^ 
that, such is likely to be the case, though' 
both sides may be using the movement 
of troops as a bluff. 

That Mr. Chamberlain is not in a 
pacific mood is evidenced by the publica- 
tion, subsequent to the reception of 
Kruger's reply, of the correspondence 
between the Boers and Sir Alfred Milner. 
Definite prognostications as to the out- 
come of the Transvaal crisis, hedged in 
as . it is with tho usual secrecy and 
countless loop-holes through which either 
side might crawl, are thus debarred. All 
that can be said is that in a very' short 
IK'riod, probably less thnn it week, the 
world will know definitely whether 
President Kruger finally acknowledges 
British suzerainty and its potentialities, 
or whether he really intends to resort to 
arms in order to defend his contentions. 
It is palpable that the British will now 
refuse to accept any evasion of their 
suzerainty claims, whatever other con- 
cessions President Kruger might make. 
NO CONSCBIPTTON. 

Pretoria, Aug. 26.'— Commandant Gen. 
P. J. .Toubert has issued a circular to all 
field cornets, cautioning them against 
any act tending to bring on n conflict 
with another power. He declares that 
not a single stranger who does not volun- 
teer is to be coerced into bearing arms. 

Commander Viljoen has given notice 
in the volksraad that he will ask the 
government if. in case of war, it is pre- 
pared to confiscate the property of in- 
habitants who take up arms against the 
government. 

In the course of an interview afteT the 
session. Commandant Viljoen said that 
ir war broke out. military government 
would be established at Johannesburg, 
nnd all British subjects would be com- 
pelled to leave. 

I). It. A. MARKERS STRIKE. 
The Canadian Regular Soldiers Spring a 
Surprise — They Are Not 
"Scabs." 

Ottawa. Aug. 2G.-There is bound to 
be trouble about marking at the forth- 
coming D. R. A. meet.

The hummingbird's nest on « wire illu.s- 
trated In Forest .and Stream some time ago 
had Its counterpart la the nest which a 
bam swallow constructed in our carriage 
house this summer. Ignoring available 
sites under eaves nnd In open outbuildings, 
this swallow selected n | piece of doubled 
3-lGin. cord suspended from the celling un<! 
used to support lhe tongue of one of the 
carriages, and built Its nist from that. 
The nest was attached at a point about 
18ln. from the celling, and part of the time, 
when the carriage was used, then- was 
nothing to steady the cord, ami the nest 
swung backward .End forward something 
after the manner of a pendulum. The cord 
passed through one side, and the hollow of 
the nest was In no ,way obstructed, yet the 
nest whs perfectly balanced and did nut 
tip. It would have proved a safe repusl- 
tory for the eggs if they hud -ever be,.,, de- 
posited, but unforuunutely some one puss- 
lug through the .building accidentally 
.knocked the nest down shortly after It was 
• completed. 

The male and female swallow worked at 
the nest nlmost continuously, and showed 
so fo" .)f the men who were going In and 
nut of the building all the time. I have 
■stood watching them with ray head within 
throe feet of the nest without Interrupting 
their work. The tongue of the carriage 
nun tnken from Its support at least once 
•every day, but the swallows only wnlted 
•till the carriage was nut of the way to re- 
sume their work. Though they had been 
building with the cord anchored and nearly 
stationary, each time the tongue was re- 
.moTod the nest was found to be in stable 
«gulllbrlum, tliuB demonstrating engineer- 
ing ability of a high order for the birds.

MB. MACPHERSON'S VIEWS. 

We print an interview with Mr. Mac- 
phorson, M.P., that will bo read with a 
great deal of Interest. If it does not 
make his position wholly clear, it at least 
establishes that he cannot be counted as 
a government supporter. The interview 
removes all doubt as to the correctness 
ot the CoIoniHt's classilicatiou of the 
Members. We reckoned Mr. Macpher- 
»on as among those opposed to the gov- 
ernment, for the purpose of showing that 
Mr. Semlin has only a minority of the 
house with him. We made no claim as 
to Mr. Macpherson's attitude towards 
the old opposition, it being sufUcient for 
the Colonist's purpose that lie is out of 
the government ranks. 

Mr. Macpherson's views regarding Mr. 
Cotton's position are specially interest- 
ing, and we think most people will agree 
with him in thinking Mr. Martin's charge 
against that minister of deliberate falsi- 
fication to be one that ought to be inves- 
tigated. He appears to think that neith- 
er party in the house is able to carry on 
business, and that u new election at an 
early day is unavoidable. We do not 
agree with him in this, for we believe 
that before the house meets a sufficient 
number of members will have declared 
themselves opposed to the government to 
give the opposition a sufficient majority 
on a vote' of want of confidence to dem- 
onstrate that a dissolution is not neces- 
sary. 



THE POWER OF DISSOLUTION. 

The Quebec Chronicle raises its voice 
in protest against the power of dissolu- 
tion that is vested in the Crown, declar- 
ing that -neither party "hesitates to 
spring a dissolution at the time consid- 
ered most opportune for its political for- 
tunes." The Chronicle seems to forget 
that, this power, though usually exercised 
by the Crown whenever requested by 
the ministry, rests really in the hands of 
thevCrown itself, and that its exercise 
may be refused if the Crown thinks 
proper. This is a feature of the ease 
■which prevents it from being grently 
abused. What the Quebec paper has in 
mind is a dissolution while a ministry 
retains the confidence or parliament. Tt 
dooB not seem to take into account at all 
the application of this power to cases 
■where a government has been defeated. 
Its plea for fixed legislative terms must 
fall to the ground the moment it is con- 
sidered in connection with our system 
of responsible government. Oddly 
enough, this view of the matter does not 
nppenr to have suggested itself to the 
Toronto Globe, which devotes a long 
article to showing the fallncy of the 
Chronicle'R position in view of the exist- 
ence in Canada of a senate with a life 
membership. Responsible government 
without the power of dissolution would 
be n farce. As the subject hns'a pres- 
ent interest in this province, it may be 
•well to cite a few authorities bearing 
upon lit. 

Todd lays it down as constitutional 
law that after the defeat of a govern- 
ment there is only one alternative to 
•their immediate resignation, namely, a 
•dissolution, but ho says: " This alterna- 
tive is not constitutionally available 
whenever a majority of the House of 
Commons has condemned a ministry." 
.He cites Mr. Gladstone and Russell's 
" Lite of Fox " as authority for ibis 
.statement. He says it is highly irregu- 
lar and unconstitutional to refer to a 
dissolution of parliament as a probable 
contingency in order to influence votes. 
T)r. Todd gives four cases in which a 
minister may justify advising a dissolu- 
tion. We note in passing that he never 
spenks of a minister demanding a disso- 
lution. These cases are: 

When it is desired to take the sense of 
th'e, people in regard to the dismissal of; 



ministers by the sovereign. This iwras 
done in 1784, 1807 and 1834. Under 
this rule Mr. Semlin might very properly 
have advised the Lieutenant-Governor to 
dissolve the house last year, if he 'had 
felt it necessary to do so. So also if 
the Lieutenant-Governor should dismiss 
Mr. Semlin, the new premier could very 
properly advise a dissolution. 

The second case cited by Dr. Todd is 
when the two houses of parliament do 
not work in harmony. This lias no bear- 
ing upon Kritish Columbia, as we have 
only one legislate o body here. 

The third case is whore it is desired to 
obtain the opinion of the people upon 
some administrative act or some ques- 
tion of public policy on which the minis 
try and the house nre at issue. In illus 
'.ration of the first of these cases, the 
refusal of the ministry to make peace 
with France in lSOfi is eitod. It was do 
sirable to know if the country would 
support this refusal. An illustration of 
the latter was afforded 'by the defeat of 
the Disraeli ministry on the Irish Church 
bill in 1868. 

The fourth case is where there 
reason to believe that the house does not 
represent the opinions and wishes of the 
people. On the latter principle dissolu- 
tions after the defeat of a government 
on a want of confidence may sometimes 
he justified, but it is not legitimate to 
dissolve the house " merely in order to 
maintain in power the particular mini 
lers who hold the reins of government. 
For this reason Lord John Russell re- 
fused to advise a dissolution when his 
government was defeated in 1S52. Th 
dissolution of 1834 was open to th 
criticism thnt it was for the purpose of 
strengthening the ministry, whose major- 
ity was a very narrow one. The new 
house condemned the dissolution, and 
the ministry was obliged to resign. Dr. 
Todd declares that it is now "generally 
admitted that this dissolution was ill- 
advised ami therefore an objectionable 
precedent." A number of cases are 
riled in support of this view. 

The Crown is not in this matter to be 
governed wholly by what, the minister 
for the time being wishes. Thus we 
find Grey, in his work on " Parliament- 
ary Government," sajing: "The sover- 
eign ought by no moans to be a passive 
instrument in the hands of his ministers; 
it is not merely his right, but Ids duty, 
to exercise bis judgment in the advice 
they may tender him." And again he 
says there is no case wherein the Crown 
may more safely decline to be governed 
by the advice of the minister than when 
he asks " to be allowed to appeal to the 
people from a decision pronounced 
against him in the house." In 18(18 
Disraeli expressly stated to the house 
that ho had left the question of dissolu- 
tion solely to the determination of Her 
Majesty. It may ho mentioned in this 
connection that the. house has u clear 
constitutional right to address the 
Crown asking that there be no dissolu- 
tion, although such a course is unusual. 

Applying the rules Inid down in the 
various cases that have arisen, we think 
it cannot he sustained that there is 
authority for the claim made that in the 
event of his defeat when the house 
meets, Mr. Semlin has a right to adviso 
a dissolution- We speak now in a con- 
stitutional sense, for of course he has 
the actual power to advise a dissolution 
under any circumstances whatever. The 
giving of this advice and its acceptance 
by the Lieutenant-Governor must be 
governed by similar rules to those relied 
upon by courts in the exercise of what is 
known as " discretion," which means not 
merely the whim or notion of the judges 
for the time being, but a Hgal discretion 
supported by precedent. Such a case 
cannot, we think, be made out on behalf 
of Mr. Semlin as would entitle him 
-under the precedents to have a dissolu- 
tion either now or after his defeat in the 
house. 

IV WAR COMES. 

If the worst comes to the worst and 
war breaks out with the Transvaal, 
there will probably he no repetition of 
the events or 1881, when the British 
forces were three times defeated. The 
mistake then made was to under-esti- 
mate the numerical strength of the 

I! -s and their lighting qualities. On 

every occasion the Boers greatly out- 
numbered the British forces, and the 
tactics pursued by the latter did not 
seem to give the enemy credit for com- 
mon sagacity. A small force was sent 
out. to do a serious piece of work, and it 
was handled with a recklessness which 
seems surprising. The first defeat was 
because the troops were marching 
through the enemy's country in a care- 
less way, more than half of them un- 
armed. The final defeat at Majubn 
Hill was dne to the omission of the 
commonest precautions. The second de- 
feat was chiefly because of the very 
great superiority of the enemy in num- 
bers. The British soldiers fought well, 
but they were at a terrific disadvantage 
on each occasion. It is hardly to be 
supposed that such mistakes will happen 
again. If a blow has to be struck it 
wiil doubtless lie delivered in a manner 
that will bo felt all over South Africa. 
If this is done-, the war will bo brief 
and the Transvaal will receive no active 
support from the neighboring Dutch 
population. The best authorities do not 
seem to attach much weight to the opin- 
ions of those who think the war would 
bo a prolonged quo and calculated to tax 
the resources of the Empire, but they 
admit that operations would ho very ex- 
pensive and Hint severe resistance must 
bo counted upon. We may fool very 
confident that the war office will not put 
too low an estimate upon*t1ie difficulties 
to bo encountered. The' folly of this 
has boon already demonstrated in tlic 
same region, and the experience of the 
United States' forces in the Philippines 



further illustrates how great a imistake 
it is to under-rate the fighting .qualities 
of an enemy. 

So far as can be judged the Boers 
have little or no military discipline. 
They are skillful at gaerrila warfare, 
but if they know how to handle a large 
force of their own or to cope with a large 
hostile enemy, we have no proof of it- 
Guerilla tactics are harassing to a regu- 
lar force, but they have never yet boon 
able to check its advance. Therefore 
while no one ought to regard the pros- 
pect of war with the Transvaal with 
complacence, there appears to bo no 
reason for supposing that the Boers can 
make a long, much loss a successful, re- 
sistance.

JESUS OF NAZARETH. 

Undoubtedly the most remarkable per- 
sonage in human annals is Jesus of Naz- 
areth. To appreciate him properly it is 
well sometimes to dismiss from consid- 
eration nil mysticism or suggestion of 
the superhuman, and regard his career 
and its influence upon humanity from a 
purely historical standpoint. 

The ago which witnessed his birth was 
one that produced many great men. As 
nearly as can be ascertained he was born 
about forty years after the death of Ju- 
lius Caesar, which was at a time when 
Roman civilization and power was at its 
zenith, and giant minds were strug- 
gling for supremacy. The surroundings 
of his birth were of the humblest order. 
That he was born in an outhouse testi- 
fies to great poverty. The social dif- 
ference between the infant in the manger 
and Herod on the throne was almost im- 
measurable. No reliable record has been 
preserved of his early life, except one or 
two incidents. Some traditions have 
come down relating to his boyhood, but 
they are too grotesque to be seriously 
considered. He lived, so far as we know, 
in complete obscurity until upwards of 
thirty years of age. When he came into 
public notice he appears to have achieved 
great popularity at once. The account 
of his first public discourse says that 
great multitudes followed him. Pre- 
viously he had been travelling through 
Galilee and Syria, preaching in the syn- 
agogues and appealing to the people to 
prepare themselves for the coming of the 
Kingdom of Heaven. It is inferrable 
from the story, as told by Matthew, that 
the people misunderstood his mission. 
They evidently expected him to re-estab- 
lish the ancient glory of the Jewish 
kingdom. His following grew rapidly, 
and from being a popular teacher, wel- 
comed in the synagogues, he became a 
menace to established authority, so that 
he seems to have felt the necessity of 
impressing upon his followers that he 
had no political ambitions. This nppenrs 
to be the explanation of the celebrated 
Sermon of the Mount, or rather the ex- 
traordinary language with which it be- 
gins. The scone was a dramatic one. 
Followed by thousands, who doubtless 
were ready to do his bidding no matter 
what it might ho, and who were prepared 
at a word from him to declare for the 
overthrow of the Roman power, we find 
him, not standing erect and haranguing 
the people to assert their rights and 
strike a blow for liberty, but seating 
himself in the midst of the multitude. 
Thus ho assumed the attitude of a teach- 
er, not of a leader. He began his his- 
toric address with this remarkable sen- 
tonee: "Blessed are the poor in spirit, 
lor theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven." 
It was as though he expressly sought to 
curb the passions of the host that were 
around him. That political power was 
then within his grasp seems unquestion- 
able. Nor bad the opportunity wholly 
departed at tin: time of his entry into 
Jerusalem. Indeed it is difficult to ac- 
count for his arrest and execution, ex- 
cept on the supposition that the authori- 
ties believed that beneath his apparent 
self-denial there burned the fire of per- 
sonal ambition. Some of the earlier crit- 
ics of his career assert that this was the 
case, and that his death was due to his po- 
litical designs, but one incident seems to 
dispose of this idea completely. It will 
be remembered that Pilate offered the 
people of Jerusalem their choice between 
Jesus and Bambbns, as to which they 
would have released. Barabbas was a 
man of personal ambition. He had been 
arrested for sedition. That is to say, he 
was a political reformer. The difference 
between him and Jesus, from the popu- 
lar Standpoint, was very great. Barab- 
bas sought to overthrow the Roman tyr- 
anny iby force of arms; Jesus preached 
the coming of the Kingdom of Heaven 
through repentence. The people pre- 
ferred the former, and in doing so only 
did what most people would do to-day. 
They had no use for a mere seeker after 
truth and preacher of repentence. It is 
not necessary to dwell upon the circum- 
stances of the death of Jesus. It was 
evidently an incident of greater import- 
ance than appears on the surface of the 
Now Testament narrative, for a peculiar 
effort seems to have been made to render 
it humiliating to his followers. He was 
crucified between two thieves. An in- 
scription to the effect that, he was King 
of the Jews was placed above his head. 
It was as though it was felt to be neces- 
sary to demonstrate beyond cavil that 
he was as nothing compared to the power 
of Rome. Clearly this was not the case 
of the execution of a common convict, 
lie bad produced a profound impression, 
which it was necessary to remove, if 
possible, from the public mind. The Ro- 
ll and Jewish authorities bro-nthed 
more freely when it was reported to 
them that he was dead. 

So fur there is no dispute about the 
life of Jesus. We have expressly avoid- 
ed any reference to the miracles, and 
do not propose to base any argument up- 
on the resurrection. Even the most 
skeptical critics will concede that what 
has just been said is historically accur- 
ate, and it is upon this simple outline of 



his life that we propose to base one 
observation in the hope of suggesting a 
train of tbought in the minds of those 
who claim that though the life of Jesus 
may be interesting enough to women and 
young children, there is nothing in it for 
men. Wo think that, on the contrary, 
if his life and its influence upon mankind 
are takun, and all the elements are elimi- 
nated from them which may 'be attrib- 
uted to mysticism and superstition, logi- 
cal investigation will compel the conclus- 
ion that there was something more in 
them than can bo explained by the ordin- 
ary hypotheses sufficient to account for 
human action. 

Scientific demonstration requires first 
that facts should be ascertained beyond a 
doubt, and that all hypotheses should 
bo tested by them. Iu this way, the doc- 
trine of gravitation, to apply a theologi- 
cal term to material science, was estab- 
lished. It is the only hypothesis which 
explains the phenomena of the visible 
universe. Now we have the historic 
Jesus of Nazareth, and we have tin; nys- 
tem of Christianity, owing its origin and 
vitality to him, as the greatest factor in 
the world to-day for the elevation of 
mankind. Where can we find a "work- 
ing hypothesis" to explain this? To sug- 
gest thnt it is nil the result of a delusion 
is to insult human intelligence. There 
must bo something very real nbout it. 
Is there any possibility of escaping the 
conclusion that this reality is something 
in closest touch with what is human, 
and with that perfection of power and 
excellence which we call divine'.' The 
actual, demonstrated fncts regarding Je- 
sus, his life and his influence upon the 
world are greater than any other subject 
of inquiry. The more we try to investi- 
gate them, the more we feel like exclaim- 
ing with (he soldier who guarded the 
Cross: "Truly this is the Son of God."

"Dominion creek and its tributaries 
will in all probability turn out a consid- 
erable amount of gold, both this summer 
and next winter," said one of the late 
arrivals from Dawson yesterday. A 
great deal of work is being done on the 
creek and benches, steam thawers being 
used on many claims. A strike was re- 
cently made on Caribou creek, which 
enters Dawson at No. 27 below upper 
discovery. As high as 75 cents to the 
pan was taken out, but the average was 
10 cents. 

A year ago Caribou creek diims sold 
well. As much as $10,000 and $12,000 
was received for individual claims. Con- 
siderable development work has been 
done, but no pay-streak has ever been 
found in the creek, which is probably 5 
miles long. As there was nothing found 
in the creek claims, it was concluded that 
the pay-streak must be in the hillside, 
and the result of prospecting was the lo- 
cation of pay opposite No. 0, about 200 
feet up the hillside. 

Messrs. Neil and Dougall McArthur, 
of Ibis city, have let eight lays on their 
claim. No. 33 below upper discovery, on 
Dominion, some to Victorians. The lay- 
men are: William Giles and "William 
Clements, Lee Bros, and Wood, John 
McGillivary and John Ross, Angus Mc- 
Gillivary and William Rose. Alex. Mc- 
Arthur and Alex. Graham, John Cam- 
eron and Frank Day, Duncan Mcl'hail 
and Mr. McKenzie; Malcolm McDon- 
ald, Bed) Franks and Thomas Carl. A 
great many of these parties had lays on 
this claim last season, and about the 
same number of lays were let last year 
as there are this. The laymen all die 
well, making from $1,000 to $1,000 each 
A rich strike is reported on No. 30 
above on Sulphur, owned by Alexander 
McDonald and others. The pay-streak 
has been crosscut for 170 feet, "and its 
width has not yet been determined. 
There is -1 feet of pay gravid, it is 
claimed, that will average 20 cents to the 
pan on a portion of the claim, while on 
the other side phenomenally rich dirt litis 
been found, running from $1 to $32 to 
the pan. It took 11 months to locate the 
pay-streak.

WHITE HORSE COPPER. 

Hundred Thousand Tons of Ore 
Said to Be in Sight. 



The pulpit of the First Congregational 
church will he occupied both morning 
and evening to-day by Rev. L).

F. (i. Hinde Bowker, manager of the 
British American Corporation, Limited, 1 Voluntary, 
with headquarters at Klondike City, who 
arrived on the Tees, is well pleased over 
the outlook of the late copper and gold 
discovery located 4 miles west of White 
Horse. According to lite statements of 
.Mr. Bowker, tin old-li no pioneer of the 
Yukon, the ledge has been traced for 
a quarter of a mile with a continuous 
cropping, nnd it comes to the surface 
at. different points for fully 10 miles to 
the westward.

Double Tragedy 

!n Dawson 



Maud Roselle Formerly of Vic 
toria Murdered by Harry 
Davis. 



Having Endad Her Life 
Turns Revolver on 
Himself.

Karly on the morning of Augusi 11, 
in Dawson, Maud Roselle, a variety act- 
ress, well known to the sporting frater- 
nity of Victoria, she having appeared 
hero at the Trilby and Delmonico music 
halls, was shot and killed by Harry Da- 
vis, who immediately turned the revolver 
upon himself and sent a bullet crashing 
through his brain. By a strange fatality 
the iragedy occurred in the same room 
over the Monte Carlo music hnll that 
witnessed the murder and suicide last 
winter of Libbio White and Dave Ev- 
ans. The incidents that culminated in 
the death of Maud Roselle and Davis 
covered a period of over a year. They 
had been living together; the woman 
tired of him and left him; and the wo- 
man's refusal to return to live with him, 
aggravated by drink, jealousy and pas- 
sion, brought about a frenzied condition 
that had murder for its intent, followed 
by self-destruction. 

Everything connected with Davis' re- 
cent movements would indicate that the 
murder and suicide were premeditated, 
on finding that the woman had deserted 
him. This is borne out by the 
last -words he uttered to M. Hosen 
on leavlug with him his satchel con- 
taining gold dust and papers, namely: 

"If anything happens to me I want 
you to promise to send my valise and 
effects to uiy father at the following ad- 
dress: Write it down: 

"JAMES H. DAVIS, 

"1513 East Avenue, 

"Emporia, Kansas." 

Harry Davis fitted up a cabin for him- 
self and Maud Roselle in the Davis ad- 
dition, spending something like $1,200 
for furniture. A week later he went to 
Circle City, leaving the woman comfort- 
ably fixed, and with her promise to he 
faithful to him. He returned the day 
before the tragedy with the pro- 
ceeds of a sale of some mining prop- 
erty, and wns startled to learn that the 
woman had deserted him, having taken 
an engagement at the Monte Carlo thea- 
tre, and removed all the furniture of the 
caoltl to a room over the Monte Carlo. 
This room connects witli Blanche Ln- 
mont's room In the rear. It was in the 
rear room that Maud took refuge when 
pur(jticd by Davis, and in which the trag- 
edv took place. 

. ' On his return, and learning of Maud's 
action, Davis commenced drinking and 
brooding over the affair. He passed the 
day and evening greatly excited over his 
supposed troubles, which he aggravated 

by drink. His numerous friends, eg- 



pceially his former associates of the A. 
C. & Northern Trading Company, en- 
deavored to reason with him and get him 
t o bed . 

It is known that his friends succeeded 
in taking away from him his revolver. 
It is still a mystery where he secured the 
32-calibre revolver with which he did 
the deeds this morning. It is surmised 
that he either found it in the woman's 
room, or else that lie borrowed it from 
some friend after his own gun had been 
taken away from him in the afternoon. 

The woman had promised to keep 
away from Davis, but thinking he was 
asleep went to her room to change her 
clothes. 

They had some words, during which 
| she refused to return to him. Davis' 
I last words were: "Well, then, you'll 
never leave this room alive!" 

Maud, evidently alive to her great dan- 
ger, ran out into the rear room, intent 
on reaching the hall from the door in 
111 

anche Lamont's room. Davis, by this 
time wiltl with passion, ran after her 
and caught up with her in the center of 
the rear room, where she fell or was 
forced down by Davis. Before the poor 
woman could raise herself. Davis was 
over her, and, holding her down with one 
hand, he placed the pistol to the buck 
of her head, behind the right ear, and 
Bred, the ball piercing the brain and 
causing instant death. 

As the woman's head fell on the car- 
pet. Davis anise and, standing for only 
a moment over the prostrate" body of his 
victim, he deliberately placed the 
weapon to his right temple, over the 
eye, ami pulled the trigger. The aim 
was equally as true as in the first shot, 
for the ball crashed through the bruin, 
and he fell at full length on his face, 
close beside the victim of his folly and 
passion. 

All this was witnessed by Blanche 
Lamont, who, paralyzed with fear, had 
jumped out of bed when Maud rushed in, 
and after uttering a scream hid herself 
behind a clothes press, made of lace cur- 
tains, in one corner of the room, from 
which place she was a silent and help- 
lefts witness to the terrible scene. 

When Blanche Lamont saw Davis 
fall after shooting himself, she rushed 
out of the room and gave the alarm. 

Maud Roselle, whose maiden name 
was Maud Boss, was born in Kentucky, 
but her family, with the exception of a 
married sister, who resides in California, 
live at Tingley, Iowa. She hud the ad- 
vantage of a good education, but her 
ambition was to be a circus rider, and 
she reached it, riding for Barnum & 
Bailey. She married a circus rider 
named Roselle, but soon separated from 
him and married a man named Beers, of 
Chicago. This marriage, too, was 
short-lived, and the woman drifted on to 
the variety stage. She was in Victoria 
at the time of the first Klondike excite- 
ment of 18fl7, and was among the first 
women to go in. Drawing a big salary 
as an actress and investing her earnings, 
she became quite wealthy, but had a 
fascination for the life she had been 
leading. East winter she came out over 
the ice and spent some time in Victoria, 
returning to Dawson a couple of months 
ago. 

Harry Davis was the son of James 
H. Davis, of Emporia, Kansas. He 
was -12 years of age, though he looked 
much younger. He first came to the 
Coast in 1895, at which time he was 
put In charge of Wilson & Healey's 
store in Dyea. In the spring of 180(> he 
went in to Forty-Mile and Circle City, 



taking the United States mail with him. 
He then took a position with the N. A. 
T. & T. Co. at Circle City, remaining 
there until the hard winter of 1897, 
when be went to Fort Yukon in the 
employ of the A. C. Company and had 
charge of the store and warehouse dur- 
ing tlie trouble with the miners over the 
I scarcity of provisions. In the spring of 
j 1S0S he returned to Dawson and filled 
I the position of weigher at the A. C. 
j Company's store, doing his work satis- 
factorily for n short time, when he gave 
I it up to take charge of his mining inter- 
' ests, which had increased materially as 
| the result of his business ability. It 
was in Dtiwson that he became infatu- 
ated with Maud Roselle. 

Three suicides and two murders make 
up the record of violent deaths that 
have occurred in the Monte Carlo build- 
ing—two suicides and two murders in 
the same room- East year Stejlu Hill 
committed suicide in that building by 
taking a dose of poison. East winter 
Dave Evans murdered Eibby White and 
then shot himself, and this last doable 
deed makes up the list of fatalities in 
that one place. 

(MECHRIST'S BODY FOUND. 

The Waters of the Straits ("Jive Froof of 
the Suspected Suicide. 

'The mystery enveloping I he disappear- 
ance from bis saddened home, just two 
weeks ago, of .lames H. (rilchrist- 
whose wife lay dead in the house, her 
three little ones weeping over her cold 
body — is a mystery no longer. (Jilchrist, 
as surmised, had ended his unhappy 
existence by easting himself into the 
Straits from the rocks at Maeiiulny 
Point. He had attached a sack of 
stones to his neck to make death certain, 
but the waters had opened the Hack, 
with the assistance of the fishes, and the 
body had floated ashore, to be found on 
the rocks by Percy Hotter ami a young 
companion named Sims. 

Provincial Constable Campbell took 
charge of the remains, a hideous muss 
of whitened, semi-decomposed fleBh, 
upon which the fish had evidently been 
feasting for days, as the head had been 
partially removed. He telephoned to 
undertaker Charles Hnyward, to whose 
rooms the body was removed, to be 
searched and identified by the neighbors. 
Suicide by drowning was clearly told Of 
by the sack about the neck, but a formal 
inquest will be necessary, and arrange- 
ments are being made to have it on Mon- 
day morning- 
Two keys of peculiar construction 
were the entire contents of the pockets 
of the dead man's clothes. His identity 
was established, however, by means of 
the clothing, the shoes, and marks on the 
body. 

The Gilchrists' relatives in the Old 
Country have been written to, and the 
future of the children will be determined 
by their reply. Aside from n policy of 
insurance for £100, Gilchrist appears to 
have left no property.

"1 have seen dogs and owned dogs that I 
would not be' chagrined to see In the 
heavenly city. Sonic of the grand old 
watch-dogs who are the constabulary of the 
homos in solitary places, and for years 
have been the only protection for wife and 
child; some of the shepherd dogs that drive 
back the wolves and bark away the flocks 
from going too near the precipice, and 
some of the dogs whose neck uml paw 
Landseer, the painter, has made Immortal, 
would not And me shutting them out from 
the gate of shining pearl. The dog that 
John Brown, the .Scotch essayist , saw 
ready to Bprlng at the surgeon lest in re- 
moving the cancer he tun much hurt the 
poor woman whom the dog felt bound to 
protect, mid dogs that we caressed In our 
Childhood days, or thai In Inter time luy 
down on the rug hi seeming sympathy 
when our homes were desolated— I any, If 
some soul entering heaven should happen 
to letivo the gate ujar and these faithful 
creatures quietly walk In it would not at 
nil disturb my heaven." 

Ah a enrvivorous animal the dog requires 
n change to his natural food, flesh, meat 
and offal, upon which he subsisted In his 
wild state, but given occasionally Is bene- 
ficial. When la Ids domestical ed state, al- 
though It would not be to his advantage, 
probably In confinement to be fed wholly 
on their natural food. A meal of lean flesh 
meat, minced In the ease of puppies (and 
!n nil cases enre should be taken to Insure 
Its soundness) should be given once or 
twice n week. It Is hi^.ny beneficial, too, 
thnt dogs should have access occasionally 
to raw, uuclennsed butcher's offal, and this, 
from n human point of view, Is n rather 
dirty nud disagreeable mcnl to procure, but 
If perfectly fresh, as It should be, Is n verit- 
able banquet to the dog. The food Itself 
Is highly nourishing, while the herbage the 
offal contains acts as a fine tonic to the 
dog's stomach, A notion Is largely preva- 
lent among dog owners that flesh inent and 
offal erente worms In dogs. This is a most 
fallncloua theory. 

IT IS N15ED1>ESH TO REMARK 

that consumption Is practically nnknown 
In the dog. That mongrels should not he 
kept. A good specimen cntR no more than 
n poor one, and is more likely to prove a 
more Intelligent nnd attractive compnnion. 

That people should always keep their 
dogs and cats at nights where tliey will not 
dlslurh the sleep of the neighbors, and so 
avoid the danger of, being poisoned, 

Thnt n fox terrier Is rot necessarily n 
"pretty" dog, but a workman, nnd should 
be built on working lines, attractiveness 
of mnrklng cutting no figure In awarding 
prlr.es. 

That now Is the time to begin preparing

DKATn OP A NOTED ST. BERNARD. 

Sir Etholwood, one of the grandest speci- 
mens of the St. Bernard dog ever shown on 
a bench, died last month at the home of 
Mr. Tbos. J. Shenbrooks, at Baltimore, 
Md. The cause of death was heart failure 
and dropsy. He was Ave years old, but 
wns very active. He weighed over 200 
pounds, and was 33 inches high. lie was 
deep orange color, with white marking, 
blaze, collar nnd white feet. lie wns 
without doubt the best St. Bernard on the 
bench. The death of a dog like Sir Ethel- 
wood— grand In character, stature and dis- 
position— la a severe loss to the breed, and 
especially so when the animal was In his 
I) rime. 

PREPARATIONS FOB THE SHOW. 

A dog Intended for exhibition Is to some 
extent public property, and the public who 
pay to come to see hlui ought to have hi m 
exhibited to them In the best coudltlac aim 
with tin' best milliners possible. How can 
a dog be taught to look his best? Well, 
chiefly by being kept In good condition, by 
careful dieting, and positively by regular 
exercise. Keep his blood flowing freely 
through bis veins— keep him alert, ready for 
Ids meals, well groomed and well amused, 
for dogs like amusement as much us their 
musters do. Do not let him get Into slash 
ways, keep his "up to the work." These 
methods, together with uonie occasional 
exercise lu the manoeuvres of the show 
ring will have an excellent effect. Re- 
hearse! Rehearse! 

Dogs Intended for show must be so fed 
nnd groomed that they are In full condi- 
tion of health, but not gross; and their 
skins are free from— we will not say 
mange, which Is a product of 111th, but— 
eczema, a blood Irritation affecting the 
skin. There Is nothing so good for their 
rents ns regular grooming. See also that 
they are free from worms. Six weeks Is 
not too much time to begin getting animals 
ready for exhibition.

Mr. W. W. OgilvJe Talks of the 
Prospects and Prosperity 
of the Northwest. 



His Company Incrasing the 
Capacity of Their Mill to 
3000 Barrels Daily. 



I" a recent issue or the Winnipeg Tribune 
is tlic following Interview witli Mr. \V. W. 
UjjilTle, who directs tin- fortunes or the 
preat O s ilTle Milling Co., of Winnipeg ami 
Montreal. It la Interesting to all readers 
of the Colonist, us showing the progress 
of Manitoba und the grain prospects of the 
Quest wheat growing eountry in the world, 
ami tlie means used to handle the output: 

"The average Mnnitobau who is always 
or nearly always at home does not fully 
appreciate the enormous advances the pro- 
vince Is making, and he lias often to refer 
to occasional visitors for impressions in 
this regard. It Is gratifying therefore to 
hear expressions from authorities whose 
word cannot be doubted, especially when 
such expressions are followed up by prac- 
tical proof of sincerity In the shape of big 
outlays for business extension such as can- 
not be questioned. One of these confident 
authorities is Mr. W. W. Ogllvie, the great 
Canadian miller, whose successful business 
judgment is too well known to need refer- 
ence to here, being, ns he Is, among the 
oldest, if not the oldest, and best and most 
successful business men western Canada 
lms ever known, or probably ever will 
know. Mr. Ogilvle lias spent upwards of a 
week In the province on his annual trip, 
and the statements he made to a reporter 
of the Tribune were of the character re- 
ferred to, and such ns would more than 
ever convince the Munltobnns and others 
who are not Hanltobaus that Manitoba is 
Indeed a favored country and that those 
who have made their homes here have 
made no mistake In their selection. 

Late Thursday night Mr. Ogilvle was 
found busily engaged In consultation with 
his mannger, Mr. F. W. Thompson, at the 
office of the company, anil on being re- 
quested, lie was good enough to accord an 
interview to the Tribune's representative. 

"I have been over the greater part of 
Southern Manitoba," said Mr. Ogilvle, 
"and nlthougli I have about this tllue of 
the year seen nearly every crop that the 
eountry bag produced since the year 187(3, 
when there was scarcely any crop at all, 
I have never seen anything to equal the 
prospects of the present year. I saw a 
great many wheat flelds I am sure will 
yield 40 bushels to the acre. I understand 
that the acreage la wheat is 1,000,000 In 
Manitoba, and 400,000 In the Territories. 
This even nt 20 bushels to the acre would 
be 40,000,000 bushels. Hut If the country 
Is favored with line weather for the next 
two or three weeks the yield will average 
25 bushels to the acre, and this would make 
ttie magnificent totnl of 50,000,000 bushels 
for Western Onnada's crop. 

"The crop of oats, too," Mr. Ogilvle went 
on, "Is better than T ever saw before, and 
the acrenge Is much larger than usual. An- 
other pleasing feature I observed was the 
absence of weeds In the grain tlds year, 
showing that the farmers have taken great 
care In their cultivation and in the seed 
tliey used. 

"The nppearance of the towns, too, great- 
ly lniprensed me. The majority of the 
buildings ire now of stone, and of Bnch 
architecture and beauty that they would 
do credit to any of the larger cities of the 
Dominion. No new country the world has 
ever knows has built such towns In its 
rarlies atages. Kverything has the per- 
manent appearance of any older country 
and comfortable homes, beautified by trees 
planted, and In other ways could be seen 
In towa and country, all Indicating a pros- 
perity It woald be hard to equal." 

"Do you arc much change In Winnipeg?" 
asked thf reporter. 

"The changes In Winnipeg since I was 
here last year are most striking and grati- 
fying. The buildings that have been erect- 
ed and are now In course of erection are 
equal to any buildings In America. 1 was 
glad to find so mnny of your streets as- 
phalted, anil was agreeably surprised to 
learn that Winnipeg owned its own asphalt 
works and its stone quarry, nnd was doing 
its own paving work. This speaks highly 
ror the Intelligence of Winnipeg's citizens, 
and the mnyor and corporation are to tie 
also congratulated on their efllcient man- 
agement of nffalrs In tlieir enormou 
takings In the wily or civic lmpro\ 
I spent Sunday afternoon driving around 
tin' city, in addition to praising the Im- 
provements In Winnipeg streets nnd busi- 
ness buildings, let me say n word about 
her private residences. Those are really 
bountiful and speak volumes for the great 
business prosperity which must exist. The 
homes of Winnipeg's bulsness men will 
compare favornbly with those of much 
larger cities. But I see n prosperity and 
growth In Winnipeg which convinces me 
that your city will not have many peers In 
Canada long." 

"Yon are about to Introduce some Im- 
portant Improvements to your mill— so It 
Is reported?" said the Interviewer. 

"I have Just given an order for a^ 1.000 
horse power steam engine of the Corliss 
type. It will he one of the strongest en- 
gines In America for Its capacity. To give 
some l<Va of Its slate, a special train of lf> 
cars will be necessary to bring the new 
plant from Montreal to Winnipeg. The 
engine will weigh 300.000 pounds; the fly 
Wheel alour weighs lOO.OOO pounds nnd is 
22 feet in diameter, with (1 feet face, re- 
quiring a three-ply leather belt reel wide 
and ir>0 feet long. Tills additional power 
will increase the mill's capacity to 3,000 
ImrrelK per day." 

"It is rumored." said the reporter, that 
vim contemplate building another mill?" 

"Yes, thnt was one of the principal ob- 
ject* of my visit west. Hut I have not yet 
decided on the location. It will be a mill 
with 'J.000 barn-Is dally capacity ami will 
have an elevator of over 300,000 bushels 
onpnclty." 

"Do you object to flat warehouses for re- 
ceiving' the wheat from farmers?" was the 
next question. 

"Certainly not," said Mr. Ogilvle very 
.emphatically. "I have ■• objection to the 



farmer shipping his wheat in any way he 
thinks best." 

"Are you connected with any elevator 
combine or company?" 

"No," said Mr. Ogilvle, with equal force, 
"I am not, never have been and never shall 
be." 

"it lias been stated recently that you 
were financially Interested in the Luke of 
the Woods Milling Co." 

"Yes." said Mr. Ogilvle, "if It is nny 
news to you, I am Interested in the com- 
pany you name." , 

In concluding his remarks, Mr. Ogilvle 
spoke In high terms of praise about the ex- 
cellent passenger service furnished by the 
C. I'. It. with the Imperial Limited. "It 
is a great Improvement." lie said, "nnd 
brings Winnipeg 12 hours nearer Montreal. 
There Is no doubt in my mind," he added, 
* • t lint owing to the position and success of 
Manitoba In every way, the future success 
of the C. P. It. Is assured. Alt bough every- 
one was sorry to lose Sir William Van 
Home, we can place the same confidence 
in Mr. Shuughuessy as an able successor." 

The following dispatch from Fort Wil- 
liam nppenrs in u later date of the Winni- 
peg paper: 

W. W. Ogilvle and son. together with 
general manager F. \V. Thompson; arrived 
here yesterday. Mr. Ogilvle on being seen 
said: "Yes, I am going to build a seven 
story solid brick mill with n capacity of 
three thousand barrels per day, also a live 
hundred thousand bushel elevator at Fort 
William. The probable cost will be half 
a nillion dollars, employ five hundred men 
in the building and one hundred men after 
for the mill and elevator.

CJreat Enthusiasm During the Godfrey 
Concert in New York. 

In New York at the. Seventh: Regiment 
Armory a remarkable scene of later 
national enthusiasm was witnessed over 
the appearance of Lieut. Godfrey and 
his British Guards band.

Never did New York see such a love 
feast of nations.

Deep); (i, Storm in the Atlantic; 7, 
Sandy Hook in Sight (Yankee Doodle 
and Dixie; S, Salute to the American 
admiral's ling Hied, White and Blue); 9, 
Finale, Rule Britannia.
